Firſt, the Earle was not to re- enter, vnleſſe there wanted ſufficient diftreſſe to be taken v pon :1-e Mannor for the Rent. That there was

vad had two Leaſes, one for the three Dougbties liues in eſſe, the other for the three Harpers in reuerſion; fo if Dowghties Leaſe were for- 
| feited, Harpers muſt needs be on foote,for that in reuerſion could not be forfeited, | 

For the non-tender of the mony before the ſun was down, Edward Food lay then vpon his death-bed,a priſoner in London, at the ſuit of 
Bowrne : yet he was ſo prouident, as he ſent from thence to haue the mony payed by oneRowe, who in a floode was almoſt drowned, yet 
came vpon the very day to Northwich, and the mony was tendred though late; and often after proffered to the Earle.

For the place,it could not be there tendred, for that Winningten that kept the keyes of the Towne-houſe, was by Rebinſor the Earls man, 
ſent purpoſely out of Towne, as Winnington vpon his death-bed confeſſed, moſt earneftly beſeeching the two Woods to forgiue him : and 
Robinſon for his good ſervice done, had the Bailywicke of the Towne giuen him.
